8ECTI0N L Be it enacted by the General As 
lemoly of the Commonwealth r/ Kentucky, That 
any citizen of this 8ute who Khali enter into 
llie service of tee so-c tiled Confederate Stale*, 
in either a civil or military capacity; or into 
tb« service of the so-called Provisional Gov- 
ernment of Kentucky, in either a civil or mill 
tary capacity; or having heretof-re entered 
such service of either of the Confederate 
Slates or Provisional Government, shall con- 
tin ne in such service alter this act takes elTect; 
or shall tske up or continue in arms against 
the military forces of the United S'.a.es or 
8tate of Kentucky; or tball give voluntary aid 
and assistance 10 those iu anus against said 
forces, shall he deemed to htive exrwtriated 
himself, and 6hall no longer be a citiztn of 
Kentucky, nor shall he again be a citizen, tx 
cept by permission of the Legislature, by a 
general or special statute. 

Sec. 2. That whenever a person attempts, or 
is called on to exercise any of the constitu- 
tional or legal rights and privileges belonging 
only to citizens of Kentucky, he may be re- 
quired to negative ou oith the expatriation 
provided in the lirst section of this act; and 
upon hi* failure or refusal to do so, shall not 
he permitted to exercise any such right or 
privilege. 

See. S. This act to be of force in thirty days 
from and after its pissagc. 

This is a law of the State', passed by the L<^g- 
lslature elected in 1801. Iu provisions are 
plain, and, moreover, they are just. The man 
who takes up arms against this Sate, or 
against the United States, ought not to expect 
to vote in this Commonwealth. He resorts to 
arms for his rights, and has ne right to the 
balloi-Lox in a State be is fighting against, if 
Le has committed the crime, he should be 
content not to vote until the State forgave the 



But we held the law uncons ilutional and 
voted agaiuet it. The Constitution of Ken 
tucky defines who are voters. It gives the 
qualifications, and the Legislature can't add 
one or take one awsy.

The 
C institution 6a>6 he rha>i be a voter; how can 
the Legislature say he th&ll not? 

The conditions of a right to vote are tiscd 
in the organic laws, and it would not do lo si 
low the Legislature lo interfere with them, 
e»eept where the light is expietsly given. Iu 
our Constitution it is provided that "laws 
shall be made to exclude from office and from 
suffrage those who may thereafter be con- 
victed of bribery, ret jury, forgery, or other 
crimes and high misdemeanors." 

This power given to tLe L-g'sla'.urr-, and it 
is all the power given, does not meet the c >sf. 
We, therefore, l»elieveJ the law uncon-tlu- 
tioual when it passed, and sec no reason to 
change that opinion.

A very larirc and eminently respectable au- 
dience of ladies aud gentlemen assembled at 
the large ball of St. Francis Xav'ur'a College, 
in Sixteenth street, last evening, to listen to a 
scries of discourse* and essays delivered by 
the poet graduate clasa of St. John's College, 
Fordhsm.

The next discourse was by Rilph L. Spald- 
ing, of Lebanon, Kentucky, a very logical, 
convincing and elr>queni adrcss. The subject 
was the "Constitution of Soc'cty," and the 
spe?k-r adopted his arguments as pointedly as 
the HMriu would permit to the necessity of 
guarding inviolate, in this couutry as well as 
in others, agaiust the infringement of the 
Constitution by the nduiini tration of the 
laws. If constitutions were disregarded, am- 
bition, or wickedness, or fanaticism in rulers 
being no longer restrained, and the portals to 
power and wealth being no longer closed to 
their grasping avarice, they might hurl the 
thunderbolts of oppression agaiest the people 
aad mount step by step the ladder of usurpa- 
tion (Applause.) This is tbe inevitable con 
sequence if society is not subj ct to the direc- 
tion of a cons ituti >n. If (he cocs i.ution Is 
dead, society dies with it. The violation of the 
Constitution, even under the miserable plea of 
necessity, is a blow struck at the very 
•oul of society; it is usurpation instead ot a 
useful and beneficent exercise of authority. 
No man can be trus'ed with unlimited p <wer, 
for all men are fallible. If, under the plea ot 
necessity, tbe most cherished rights and insti- 
tutions of the na ion can be struck down, 
who can tell where the evil would cease ? 
Might not ambition in a republic make a 
monarchy or an absolutism a necessity I 
(Applause.) Let the people watch with sua 
picious eyes every act ol the executive, lest 
he, abandoned to the impulses of his own 
heart or to tbe policy of some faction, siould 
dare to trample upon the peopleV liberties 
and dare to violate fundamental laws. 

This address w.;s received with frequent 
and great applause. 

International Postage.— A congress of 
delegates from nearly all the civilized Gov- 
ernments is now sitting in Paris, for the pur- 
pose of establishing a general system of inter- 
national postage. Mr. K.issou, Deputy Post- 
master General, represents the Uuitc l Stales. 
The object of ihe Congress ia to iutrwduce, 
not osly u uuiform system of payment, but of 
weight aad general pcstal legislation, and to 
turo to account, in the general correspond- 
ence between civil zed nations, 6Uch improve- 
ments as have beeu fouud practicable aud use- 
fa'.

Thrilling Adventure with a Burglar. 

This extract, from a reminiscence concern- 
ing a series of murders committed some years 
since in France, develops a rare instance of 
presence of mind in women. We will preaaise 
that the murderer was known by the fact that 
in some previous brawl or scene of murder 
he had lost three fingers from one of his 
hands: 

There lived on the outskirts of Dieppe a 
widow lady by the name of Beaumauriee. 
She had no family, but with one servant girl 
lived in a very retired manner. The collage 
in which she resided wai situated about half 
a mile from the city — a little off from th? 
public road. 

Madame Beaurnsnriee had been the wife of 
an rfficer of the Guards. She was an ixtraoe- 
dinary woman in every particular; but es- 
pecially so in respect to a i n rtaiu coolness of 
character she pos s e»»»-d, in the midst of 
danger, which, together wilb a large amount 
of moral courage, made her a very notable 
person. The recent murder* made, perhaps, 
less Impress! »n on her mind than upon suy 
one else in Dieppf; although it was naturally 
supposed the retired situation in which she 
Hvel would hive caused her to be more 
tearful. 

About. 10 o'clock on the night of tbe 30th of 
April, just ten days titer the murders iu the 
Rue Grenard, Madame Beaumauriee went up 
into ber b -droom. She was suffering from a 
m rvouj headache. She felt very sleepy, and 
seated herself. The lamp was placed ou a 
chest of drawers, behind her. Opposite to 
her was a toilet laolc wiih a cloth on It react- 
ing to the floor. She had already commenced 
taking off ber dothes, when, happening to 
look around her, she saw something that for a 
moment chilled her bio wt. It was the shadow 
of a man's baud ou the tlior. The band bad 
only three fir germ. 

She divined the trath in a moment— the as- 
sassin was there — in ber house — under the ta- 
ble. She made not the least motion or , 
but r< fleeted two or three minutes as to the 
best course to be pursued. 

She divined what to do, and advancing to the 
door, called the servant niiid. 

"Oh, Mar) !" exvlaimcl she, when the girl 
entered the room, "do you know where Mens. 
Btrrard lives?" 

"Ye«, Madame." 

"I have to pay 5,000 francs away very earlv 
In the morning Tec w ll have to ruu to 111 
house and get money for me.''

The colored cotton was taken from a similar 
tree. Oottoa in that oart ol Piso is of Ave or 
six different colors, the trees are so full of 
cotton balls tbat you can scarcely see 
the leaf. They s.ldiia hive nia here 
for the last sixteen years. Pino i* 
situated forty miles east of Poita. Sod 
sandv, but very productive. Where theie is 
water the soil is best. The trees from wtich 
this coiton was taken were planted, bat never 
cultivated.

Several efflcers who were captured on the 
Indiauola give the following account of what 
they saw in VUksburg: 

Nearly all of these gentlemen were the offi- 
cers of the United States ganb.at lndiaaota, 
which was run into near tbe mouia of Red 
river, on the 34th of February lost, ind sunk. 
They were landed by the rebels at Port Gib- 
son, and confined there until tlu first ot 
March, when they were ord>rrd to prepaxo 
for ■ march to Vick.bu'g. Tbe distance was 
fifty miles, and »»* traveled on foot, three 
days being consumed la making th; journey. 
They reached Y.cksburg oa Tn^suav evening, 
aad were confined in several baiidio>rs in the 
middlj of tbe city.

The evening 
after the disaster, some dead were taken out, 
seme alive, and one so badly injured that he 
died In flteen minutes afer being disen- 
tombed. The building was filled with Gov- 
ernment stores, mostly oats In sacke. 

With remarkable deliberation and coolness, 
a few persons were employed during the 
whole day yesterday In removing some of the 
grain-sacks, weighing them carefully, and re- 
moving also a little of the debris that ap- 
peared to be in tbe way of getting at the grain, 
without any apparent reference to the nuiu" 
bers of dying that might be there hurried. 
Numbers of soldiers carefully cuarded the 
place. At noon all the workmen went lelsurly 
to dinner. There were no relays of bands to 
expedite tbe work lor the relief of the bodies 
beneath, or their anxious friends without. 
From present appearances it may be a week 
before the worst can be known. The appar- 
ent indifference of human life and death by the 
officials having the matter in charge naturally 
excited general indignation. "Human life is 
cheap," but oats are high, and must be leisurly 
and carefully weighed! 

We wonder if it was a West Point Engineer 
that selected that weak, frail buildirg for such 
a purpose. We shall have something more 
to say of this at another time.

T>ie convetitioii assemliled at 9 o'clock, with 
the Prudent in the Chair. 

Mr. Rasrgles, from Committee on Resoln- 
tioL», submitted a resolution, which appealed 
Congress to take action in reeard to the ship 
canal around the falls of Niatram. Several 
speeches were mad<" on th« resolution. 

.\ ile-ipirntp from Iowa submitted an amend- 
ment, directing the attention of Congress to 
the improvement nf D> smolnes rapids. 

Mr Arnold, of Illinois, presented a series 
or resolutions, snccinctlv setting forlh the 
advantages of a ship canal in Illinois, aud di- 
recting: the attention of Congress to the im- 
portance of the work. These, together with 
the resolution presented by Mr. Rugglea, 
were referred to a committee, and the Con- 
vention adjourned nntil three o'clock. 

Afternoon Session.— Mr. Rugelea reported 
the following representatives of loyal States 
assembled in National Comreotlorj at Chicago, 
desirous of cementing closer the Union; for 
perpetuating our nationality forever, of pro- 
viding for our common defense, and promot- 
ing the epneral welfare of our whole country, 
adopt the following resolutions: 

L That we regard the construction and en- 
largement of etna's between the Mississippi 
river and the Atlantic, with a canal duly con- 
Metlat the lakes, of gr-at military and com- 
mercial importance. We believe such en- 
ltrgcment and construction, with such dimen- 
sions sufficient to psss gunboats from the 
Mississippi to Lake Michigan, and from the 
Atlantic to and from the great Lakes, will fur- 
nish the cheap, st and moat expeditions means 
of protecting the northern frontier. and at the 
same lime will promote the rapid develop- 
ment and psriLant union cf our whole coun- 
try. 

2. That thcFe works arc demanded alike by 
military prudence and political wisdom, and 
the necessities of commerce. Such works J conv 
will be not only national, but continental, and 
their at complshment is recpau-ed by every 
principle of sound political economy. 

3. That such national highways between the 
Mississippi and the lake, as far as practicable, 
should be free, without toll* or restrlc lons, 
apd we 6hculd deprecate placing this great 
thoroughfare in the hands of anv private cor- 
pora'.ion or State. The work should be ac- 
complished by national credit, and as soon as 
the cost is reimbursed to the national treasu- 
ry, it should be as free as the lakes to the 
commerce of the wcrld. 

These r e«ol unions w, re adopted without a 
dissenfinir voice. 

Mr. Rugbies, lor himself, off-red the follow- 
ing: 

Jitsolued, That the Convection is of opinion 
Hi u increased stimulous be given to agricul- 
ture and commerce in deepening transporta- 
tion for Western prodncts by the proposed 
enlargement of the canal will so far increase 
the foreign commerce of ihe country that Im- 
port duties on return cargoes will verv far ex- 
ceed the interest on the co«t of the p'ro posed 
work*, :»nd produce a rapid reimbursement. 
(Janicd unanimously. 

A resolution was adopted for the appoint- 
ment ol a committee by the President to pre- 
pare a memorial to the President and Coo- 
gres?, presenting the views of this Conven- 
tion and urging the passage of a law neces- 
sary to carry them into full effect, the com- 
mittee to have power to open such corre- 
spondence as mav be expedient, and in their 
discretion to c»H any further Convention, 
live members of said Convention at any meet- 
iug duly notified by the Chairman, to consti- 
tute a iiuorum.

A resolution tendering the thanks of the 
c nvoiiien to the President for ths able, dig- 
nified nnd accomt lished manner in which he 
I r eided over this convention was passed 
unanimously. 

Gen. Walbridg*, of New York, clc«ed the 
convention by submitting a series cf strong 
r< solut <>ns, eustaiuirg the integrity of the 
C is -ti'uiiori aud the Udion, and In favor of 
organizing Hie militia of the States, and 
in* the convention n*ver to abandon It un 
the ft' al success of the contest now going on 
°.n Ik half of a constitutional government, and 
that any fori i<n intervention should be met 
v\ I h prompt, decisive and energetic resist- 
ance'. 

The resolutions were carried amid intense 
in htisi ism, and the convention adjourned 
•ias iii . The convention was entirely harmoni- 
ous. 

Chicago, June 3. 

A motion was made in the United 8tatcs 
Cuort this morning, by the Times' c .n,mel. to 
deter the irjunction till notice of explication 
could he given the military commander at 
Camp Douglas. 

Judge Drummond, in granting the motion, 
said: 

"I may be pardoned for saying that person- 
ally and officially I desire to give every aid 
and assistance In my power to theGoverament 
nnd to the Administration in restoring the 
Union, but I have always wished to tn ut the 
Government as a Government of law and Gov- 
ernment of Constitution, and not a Govern- 
ment of mere physical forpe. I have person- 
ally contend* d, and shall always contend, for 
the right of free discuss. oo and the rij;ht of 
commenting, under the law and under the 
Conet : tution, upon acts of oalcers ot the Gov 
ernmenL 

During '.be day the Times office seemed to 
be tbe center ol attraction, and was visited 
by a large number of psople in accordance 
with the call Issued In the forenoon. 

An Immense meetlDg assembled at 8 o'clock 
to-night in front of the office, and the crowd 
soon filled ihe street--, rendering It impassa- 
bly 

The meeting shortly afterwards adjourned 
to the courthouse square, and was addressed, 
Tom the north side of entrance, by gentlemen 
of both parties, who counselled obedience to 
law, and denounced the recent order of Gen. 
Burnside as arbitrary and despotic. 

During the afternoon the militia were or 
dereri under arms, but at pres nt writing the 
meeting is orderly. Nothing of a serious na 
lure is anticipated.

Lieutenant Richards, of the Eighth cavtlry 
1th a small picket, is at tbe shea's. It is feared 
the body of rebel cavalry seen crossing this 
morning will cat him off and cipturc him and 
his men.
